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To Admit the Territories.

A plan I8 under consideration for bring-
Ing into the Unlon by an omnibus bill all
the Territories, except, of courss, Alaska,
which haa only about 6,000 whita people,
and the Indian Territory, which could only
be made a State by the consent of tho flve
clvillzed tribes.

This project la vary good, provided it Ia
carried out in the right way. The experl-
enco of Nevada, Montanas, Idaho, and
Wyoming teaches us clearly what to do and
what not to do with Arizona, New Mexico,
Utah, and Oklahomn,

Nevada hss been a State more than
twenty-eight years, yet her population at
the last censuas wns only 45,761, while tho
apportionment for a Reprosontative in
Congreas based on that same census s
173,001. The Bage Brush State, after being
in the Union for more than a quarter of a
century, with as large o vota in the Senate
as the State of New York, has hardly more
than a fourth of the population fixed by
law for a Rapresentative, and actunlly had
one-fourth less population in 1890 than fen
years befors.

That example shows the error of proma-
turely admitting thinly settled Territories,
on the theory that they will soon grow
up to equality with the other Htates, Mon-
tana was admitted on a population which in
1890 was still more than 40,000 bolow what is
fixed for a Representative in Congress. Da-
kota, instead of belng admitted as a single
Btate, was cut in two,and the northern half
showed in 1890 only 182,119 Inhabltants,
Idaho was admitted with a population of
84,385 and Wyoming with 60,704, so that the
two combined fell nearly 29,000 short of the
new ratlo for ono Representative, Idalo,
Wyomlng, and Nevada, with a total popu-
lation of only 190,831 in 18%), or not 80 many
as a good-sizerl town, have as great nu-
morieal welght In the Senate as Pennsyl-
vanla, Ohlo, and Tilinols combined.

What Is elear, then, |s that we want no
more rotten borough States. Arizona to-day
desorves admission as much ns Wyoming
did,and New Mexico deserves it far more
than Idaho, having a population grenterin
1690 than Idaho and Wyoming combined.
But the Fifty-second Coogress, after dem-
onstrating the blunders and wrongs of its
predecessors Io this respect, must not try
to even them up by perpetrating other
blunders and wrongs of Its own.

There I8 a right way of taking all the
proper candidates for admission into the
Union forthwith. Unite Noew Mexico and
Arlzona, which were separated thirty years
ngo, and admit them as one State. They
came to us as a gingle tract, and in popula-
tlon. resources, business Interests, and
proapects still have the closest affinities.
Their combined populations exceeded 218,-
000 in 1890, and they would enter the Union
ss a fine, strong State, self-supporting at
the outset, and able to hold its ownin the
race with all nelghbors.

The greater part of Utah, including Salt
Lake, should at the pame time bs combinad
with Nevada, the part east of a line formed
by the prolongation of the western boun-
dary of Wyoming going to Colorado.
Nevada and Utah combined would then
have a quarter of & million of people and
would form another strong Btate, Ne-
vada would Le free from ‘the reproach
resting upon her for twenty-elght years,
while Utah, with four-fifths of the popula-
tion of the new Biste, would probably con-
sider that she was annaxing Nevada, With
these general arrangements agreed upon,
ft would be easy to make some rectifleations
in boundaries, particularly In the north-
western corner of Arizons, whore the por-
tion north of the Colorado should go to
Nevada when It had annexod Utah.

As for Oklahoma, the last report of Its
Governor claims 133,110 peoplo for the Ter-
ritory, exclusive of thosn Indians who still
malntain tribal relations, and eighty-five per
cent, of the populationis white, But, as If
recognizing that this may not be necepted
as ground for admission, a Convention
held at Guthris this week wants Congress
to abolish tribal goveruments and take
the Indinn  Territory and Oklahoms
lnto the Union ns one State, That, how-
ever, cannot be dono unless the Indians
consent, Thea Government of the United
Btates has pledgad (ts word that no Btate
lines shallever be drawn around the lands
belonging tosome of the civilized tribes, and
has also solemnly promised them local govt
ernment, Only theconsentof the tribes can
rolease the Government from these pledges.
Oklaboma and tha Indian Territory would
make a populous and In many ways an ln-
terestiog State, but much remalns to be
doue befure such a State ean be formed.

The Royallst Manifesto in France,

The French reactionists have putforth a
manifesto, and it was time they did so, if
they entertain any hope of profiting by
the existing crisis,

It Is geuerally belleved that the present
comimotion in Freoch politich has been
caused by M. CoxsTaNs, and that the ad-
herents of the Comts DE PAnris would have
preferred to postpone the exposure of the
Panama scandal until just before the close
of the Parliament's statutory term, which
expires In October of this vear. That the
monarchists were taken by surprise seems
clear from the fucts that the Duc »'On-
LEANA was allowed to go to Cochin China,
and that no preparation had been made for
an Orleanist propaganda in the army, or
for concerted action st the ballot box, to
which an appeal may be mnde at any mo-
ment. Yet witlout thorough party organ-
isation it would be lmpossible for the oppo-
pents of the existing régime to take advan-
tage of the general election which msy be
expected to follow the overthrow of the
Risor Cablnot. This obvious truth s very
tardlly recognized by the royallsts, who,
through their leader,the Comte »'Havs-
HONVILLE, have pow published a scheme for
organized political operation, and the main
[ratures of & programme framed to meet
the exigencies of the hour,

The royallst programine shiows some evi-
dence of skiil In its appeal to the fear of &
Boalallst revolution, which has been felt by
tho bourgeolsie, or property-owning cluss,
over since the days of the Parls Commuue,
The recollection of that awful cataclysm
Lasunts tho dreama of the Parisian shopkesp-
er. If he could beled by terror tosupport the
Orieanist cause, it would have some faint
ohance of triumph, for the peasants, who

invested Iargely In the Panama Canal, ara
gald to be so resentful that they will elde
with any one pledged to punish the men
who havedefrauded them, But the Orlean-
ists will not be the only self-designated
vindleators of French honesty. It Is cer-
tain that a syndicate of republican re-
formers, among whom the strongest per-
sonnllty Is that of M. Cosstans, will also
invite the sulfrages of the peasants aud the
shopkeepers on the ground that they are
quite eompetent to chnetise rogues upon
the one hand and represa Sociallsts upon
the other. Moreater, such republicans,
and not the monarchists, would have the
countenance of the Pope, which means that
the influence of almost every parish priest
would be exorted In their favor, It is this
fact which conatitutes the tremendous dif-
forence between the present erisis and the
previoua conjunctures . that have seemed
favorable to & monarchical reaction.

Timea have changed indeed eince GAMm-
BETTA told French ropublicans to see In
cloricalism their chief enemy. Now clerl-
eallsm, that is to say, the Influence of the
Cathollo eplscopate and priesthood, dl-
rected by Leo XIII, Is ono of the chief
props of republican lnstitutions in France.

A Spredway, a Splendid One.

Mayor Ginrox's plan for n Harlem River
Driveway flts the face of nature as perfectly
as It fita the publie demands and require-
ments, It will place the long-degired road
for exercising and enjoying trotting horses
ns well as other horses, whero the " lay of
tho land" offers every favoring elrenme-
gtanca, The road will run with no more
than sgreeable varlaty In grade and di-
rection along the pleturesque bank of n
river, and at the foot of n bluff so procipi-
tous that no other line of travel nead ever
bo intruded, ecrosa travel being destined
alwnys to pass over ita head by some Lhor-
oughfara like the Washington Bridge or
High Bridge. The city alrendy posscsses o
large portion of the river front needed,
The river bed which will be taken In for
the driveway Iz 8o shallow that the mud
flats visible at low water fairly Invite its
loeation there,  Ita construction will in-
volva very slight sod Inexpensive crib work
and filling in, The blufl will never admit of
resldences that might bo bothered by the
dust. The adjoining park, in addition to
the footpath that Is to run the entire length
of the drive, will offer splendid opportuni-
tles for the publie to see all that s going on.

There Is naturally also a faultless ar-
rangemont of light and air. The road will
bo driod by the morning and noonday sun,
and in the afternoon, when the major
amount of driving occurs, the sun will
hnve sunk behind the bank, There will be
no glare In the eyes, The length will be
all that the most {nsatiable brusher could
ask for. At every point the scheme is sim-
ple and judicions, It will be n great aml
valuable public improvement, costing little,
and designed for public epjoyment which in
slightly varying degrees will be unlversal.

We congratulate the gentlemen who have
lovked with special earnestness for the
construction of such a driveway, both the
light-haroess drivers themselves and the
many thousands who appreclate and love
to ses the trotting horse move at speed.
No longer when this road is ready will the
trotter's hoot be stone-beaten with the
pavement, nor will his mouth be chafed
and his temper horassed by the restrain-
ing blt. And as for his owner," Let "er go!"

The General Assembly Must Declde.

Thoappeal from the decision of the New
York Presbytery in the case of Dr. Brices
was [nevitable. As men of principle the
committes of prosecution could not listen
to the timid and time-serving counsels of
the Presbyterinn Qbacrver, that they should
accept the majorlity verdict of a slogle
presbhytery as a final settlement of fuunda-
mental questions of doetrine, which econ-
cern all Presbyterianism and all orthodox
Protestantism, They would have stultified
themselves and forfeited all title to respect
it they had surrendered thelr convictions
st such a demand of mere expediency.

The question raised by Dr, Bricus ns to
the infallibility and authority of the Bible
must be determined by the Presbyterian
Church, and the time for the seltlement
canoot be staved off. Dr. Brigas and his
supporters should ba as anxious us lis op-
ponents to have It removed from the fleld
of denominational controversy by the au-
thoritative declsion of the General Assem-
bly. Asitis, Princeton (s teaching eandi-
dates for the Presbyterian mipistry that
the Bible (s without error, wholly and ab-
solutely ingpired. Union Is teaching other
candidates that the Bible is marked by the
imperfections inseparable from human
writings, and that, so far as it is true, It
containg the Word of Gop, rather than is
the Word of Gon.

How can any religious denomination hold
together under such clrcumstances ? Its
unity Is o false pretonce, and its ministry,
subseribing to the same formal standard of
doetrine with totally diverse Interprota-
tions, must suffer both moral and intel-
lsctunl deterioration. Thelr disagreement
is absolute, yet thoy pretend to agree,
They are really as far apart as Unitarianism
I8 from Presbylerianism, yet thoy go
through the farce of feigning doctrinnl
necord.  Each side 18 unyielding In its
opinions, and thero is no possible chance of
compromise between them: yet the Observer
declares that the cause of difference s re-
moved by a mere vote of o single presby-
tery, when shortly before it was cast the
mujority of another presbytery voted the
other way In u casu lnvolving the game
doctrinal questions.

Men of honest convictions, whether they
are on the one slde of the controversy or the
other, are not content with such a state of
alfairs, They want to hava the questions at
issue decided for the whole Church, 8o that
they can regulate thelr course accordingly.
1f the General Assembly decides that the
Bible is not perfect and inspired, but Is a
collection of documents of varying authen-
ticity and truthfulness, bellavers In the
nbeolute parfection of the Biblo us the Word
of Gop will bo out of place In its fold. It it
determines thot beliof in the Beriptures as
the completely and literally Ingpired mes-
sage from Heaven |8 requisite from Presby-
teriang, the party of Dr. Brioas and Dr,
8xira do not belong thero,

Tnis 18 not Ulliberal, It I8 the truest
liberality. No man ought to suffer his con-
victions to remaln in bondage. He should
Insist on the freest expression of them. If
he cannot get it in one Church, hie should go
to another. If he caunot get It in any

Jhurch, he should remain outside of all
Churches. Ho has the right also to en-
deavor to brivg over to his side the Church
to which he belongs, for chauge of religious
connection s & palnful necessity, more es-
pecially for 8 mioister whose attachment
to his particular depomination has been
long. Itis even his duty to make Lhe effort
if he hns reason to think that Le bhns a
chance of succeeding, for it is an obligation
of conscience with him to seek to bring his
brethren into the path of truth ss he un-
derstands it.

Dr. Brioas, then, should rejolos that he
will now have an opportunity to argue his
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ogsa before the highest tribunal of the Prea-
byterian Church. It isa great privilege to
addresa nnd Influence all Preshyterianiam
in a forum so consplouous, He (& A scholar
who Is battling agninst the worship of
tho Biblo as a fotish, according to his con-
coption of the provalent Presbyterian devo-
tion to the lotter of the Soriptures, and he
aod his frienda and supporters should exult
in the proapect that he and his eanemles ars
tomeet In a final and declsive contest. If ho
{a baaten In the General Assembly, ho la
not conquered. It will only be determined
that his views aro contrary to Presbyterian
bellef. The controveray as to whother they
are truo or fnlse can only be declded by
the welght of evidence which will be pro-
dueed In the Inuﬁ contest that will come
subsequently, and in which he can sustain
his part without the encumbrance of a false
eccloslastionl position,

It 18 impossiblo to provent the continu-
ance of this controversy ovor a funda-
mental article of belief by any compromls-
ing device. 1t must go on to the end
whether 1t splits the Preshyterian Church
or not, or even If It explodes the Preshy-
terian Chiurch into many warring fragments,

Hayseed Soclallsm Agaln.

Thoe Houss Committea on Agriculture
thinks that 1t ought to have threo days of
the House's time for tho discussion of
measures from that committes, and has
passed a resolution to that effoct. We sup-
pose that the iden s that each of the three
master bills urged by the master minds of
the Farmers' Allinnee, nnd now weighing
down the House Committee on Agriculture,
may bo unloaded upon the Mouse. Thero
18 some difference of opinion as to the order
of precedence among the three, but surely
that mouldy humbug, the 'ura Food bill,
ought to be attended to fivat, This is a L
to make the Hm‘ermuon} an  analyiz-
ing chemist, aml protect the citl-
yong of the United Stntes In thelr
toold and deink and drugs and soon, Itis
full of pains and penalties nud paternal-
{em and new offlees. 1f the United States
were o nation of children or idiots, they
might need to have a corps of chemists to
look after the contents of thelr bowls and
trenchers, Tho Unlted States, In spite of
the Farmers' Alliance, not being o nation
of diots, are ablo to look after themselves.
The States ean take earo of unhealthful
adulterations, 1t such ecaro Is necessary.,
As an instance of the popular demand for
the Pure Food bill we may mention the fact
that the Hon. ALGERNON SIDNEY PADDOCE,
who has mado his mame famous as the
champlon thereof, docsn't {ind that tho
Nebraska farmers afe gratelul enough to
redlect him a Senator in Congress,

Number two Is the Grain Classifleation
bill, likewise an Alllanco measure. The
avowed oliject of this bill, which has passed
the Sepate for gome occult reason, is to set
up the Federal Government as nntionnl in-
spector of graln,

Number three {5 a bill amending the in-
famons Oleomargarine act, for the purposa
of making life still hotter for the manufae-
terers of that persecuted but flourishing
produect, This bill allows the States to pass
prohiblitory statutes ogainst oleomarga-
rine, Undismayed by the Impotence of the
tax upon or against oleomargarine to
chegk the manufacture thereof, the granger
genluees are now ready to allow the States
to pursue it a8 Gon., Nean Dow pursues
strong waters and the frult of malt. 'The
Committes on Agriculture Is showing a
lamentable lenlency in rezard to the manu-
facturers of oleomargarine. Why has it not
proposed some more vigorous way of deal-
Ing with thom? Why not make making
oleomargarine a hanging matter, and se-
quester olcomargarine eaters in penal col-
onies in the west of Kansas? Has the Alll-
ance lost its nerve?

Berlously, what good ean the Amerlcan
farmers ever get from these rancid drip-
pings of paternallism ? *

Kingong, and will make him
Interesting to our Mexican neighbors just
a6 1t hos endeared him to his countrymen.
He is, In fact, an historical monument like
Independence Hall, and from this point of
view there may be serious objections to his
removal even to a friendly country for a
limited thme, Still, as ToM Reep has been
allowed to make a trip to Europe, CoNsTAN-

Rellef In Sight,

renders.

In its prineipal featurea they will readily
rocognize the changes and additions so
often recommended and set forth by Tur
SvN. It meana relief and comfort to that
great multitnde of workers who  daily

Btruggle southward in the morning and

palnfully fight their way homeward in the
evening, It will doubtless bo amended]
within the wisdom of the Commission, and
it may be that It will evan be Improved;
but as it stands it signifies plainly and gim-
ply that within two years we shall be pro-
vided with swift, ample, and comfortable
transportation within the precinets of Man-
hattan Island.

We commend the proposition to the
thoughtful conslderation of the Rapid
Translt Commission. It Ia & project vital
to tho welfare of New York. Every citl-
zen, high and low, hos an Interest in it
and wo trust that no injudiclous burdens
or unwise restrictions will be imposed to
hinder its prompt and effective realization.

The Removal of the Delaware Judges.

The Legislatura of Delaware adopted a
Joint resolution on Thursday in favor of
the removal from office of the Chief Justice
of that State and one of the Assoclate
Judges, “This act,” suys ndespateh from
Dover, the caplital, *is the outcome of a
general demand from the legal fraternity,
arising from the lncompetency of the
Judges, who have become physieally infirm,
and, it is said, mentally incapable, through
many years of honorable serviee.'

Delaware {s one of the few States of the
Union in which tkere is an appointed jidi-
clary, holding offiee diring good behavior,
Instead of an elected judicinry holding
ofMice for a stated term of years. Tho Con-
stitution of Delaware, however, provides
that the Governor may, for any reasonabilo
cause In his diseretion, remove any of the
Judges on the address of two-thirds of all
the mewmbers of each branch of the General
Assembly: and we suppose It is under this
constitutional provision thot the legisla-
ture hins just acted,

The proveading is unusual In Amerlean
polities.  Thora is something sad in the
compulsory removal of judicial ofllcers
whose servire has been long and worthy,
sliply beeause they are not wiss enough
to resign and have become too inflrm to
discharge their duties satisfuetorily. But
in puch a caso the public welfare is parn-
mount, and we do not sea that the Legisla-
ture has any alternative but to reconnnend
their enforced retirement.

The New York sysatem Is better., It pro-
vides in advance of any Judge's election
that his term must expire on the d1st of
December next after he attalns thoe age of
seventy. The limit might well be seventy-
five, nud we have known many lawyers who
at eighty were as fit for judicial ofilce as
they ever were; as, for exumple, the Hon,
JASPER W, GILBERT of Brooklyn, But an
age limit of some sort {8 preferable to an
Indeflnite term, which may compel resort
to such a painful proceeding ns that which
has just taken place in Delaware.

That honored veteran of law and publie
lite, Mr. Davip Deprey Fiern, hins published
In tho Lrooklyn Eagle a very able letter ad-
vising that whon the Greater New York is or-
gunized by the consolidation of Drooklyn,
Now York, long Island (ity, Yonkers, nnd
Btaten Islnnd, the consolidated elty shall he
cnlled Munhattan. This is o favorite ldea with
Mr. Fiern, Lut we have nover heard him
expound It more efectively than in the
present letter. I he van mot Lrooklyn to aes
cept it wo will joln with him in advoeating its
adoption, Infact we aro prepared to recept
almost any condition that Brooklyn mny wish
to impase, even to pssuming hor debts and
providing her with an adequate water supply.
